& Whereupon, adjoyning upon the Weſt End of 


this Pariſh Church, the ſaid Maſter and Wardens 


builded (about a proper Quadrant or ſquared Court) 
ſeven Almes Houſes, wherein they placed ſeven 
Almes Men of that Company, and their Wives (if 


they had Wives), each of theſe ſeven of old Time 


had 14d. the Weeke, but now of later Time, their 
Stipend by the ſaid Maſter and Wardens hath beene 
augmented to the Summe of 26s. the Quarter, which 
is 51. 48. the Yeere to each of them, beſides Coales. 
More, to each of them 20s, the Yeere, by Gift of 
Walter Fiſh, ſometime Maſter of that Company and 
Taylor to her Majeſty.”
